Whale Famities op the Reofs of Hounes Geo

Assistant Superintendent Martia Trump
and Division Operator Shaffer, of the Penn-
sylvania Railrond, srrived in the city on a-

specis) train about 5:30 o'clock last night,
from the scene of the disaster.

Both gentiemen left bers Baturday, on
board s special train of one conch and an
engine, to go to Lillys. They started at
630 oclock sod got ax far East
ns one mile on the other side of
Conemnugh. They were stopped upon order
frowa the telegraph operator that the flood
was coming. They were fortunstely caught
on s drv pisceof track about one-half mile
long. On both sides of them the water was
over the raile.  They could not go forward,
vor could they turn back. When notified
that the dam had burst and there was no
bope of getting the train outof the difficulty,
Messre, Trump and Shaffer decided to
sbandon the train and leit it there.

They then proceeded over the hill, sbove
Conemnngh, and followed the river down
from the latter point. They viewed every
part of the wrecked counntry, and left for
home at 10 o'elock yesterdsy, In speaking
of their trip, Mr. Shaffer said:

Much Weorse Than Rrported.

*I can safely say without any exaggern-
tion, that the mewspapers bave not nearly
done justioe to the matior. Why, ove man
ecan hardly comprehend the enormity of the
disaster. I have no knewledge of the num-
ber of people killed, but from sil the in-
formation I couild obtain, I should say
that between 5000 and 8,000 persons per-
ished. The siation agent of the company
stated that fully one-third of the population
in the valley had been drowned.

“] stood at the foot of the Lill above the
Johustown bridge and looked dows into the
place. The whole lower partof the town
was o vast lake of water, with not a vestige
of a bouse in sight. The only houses to be
seen in the town are those that areon the
hillsida.

“Everything has been cleanzi vacor the
town of Woodvale The beautiiul little
wil has almost entirely disappeared as
if it had been followed up in an earthguake.
The only thing left in  the town is the lurge
woolen mill. The houses were 'swept away
sbout ms easily as I could sweep & lotof
checkers from s table.

Familiea Go Down Together.

“If was & common sight to see large
frame houses floating down the stream,
with the families perched upon the roofs
All st once the bullding would sirike some-
thing and turn over. e family, claspiog
one another, would go down beneath the
waters, and heavy beams and all kindsof
mnterial would strike and erush the life out
of them. JItwasun sgonizing sight to see
& mother clasping her babe to her bresst, as
both wers swept beneath the torrent.

“In our walk this morning from Comne-
maugh to Johnstown, we came upon about
G0 dead bodies lying on the bank of the
river. Most of them were mutilated and
bruised beyond recognition. The trees
aloog both banks of the stream reminded
one of clothes lines. Upon every limb
hung all kinds of clothing, which shook
and swayed with the wind at every breese.

Ghastly Obijects o the Trees.

It was the grealest miracle in the world
that we got neross the dungerous spot before
the break occurred. There were five or six
feet of water in the lower part of the town
before the flood came. It is folly to talk
about getting out of the path of it You
might as weil bave tried to ruo awsy and
Jeave behind vou one of our fastest passen-
ger trains. The people who tried to
Fu out of the way were picked up

ikecorks in & gutter and dashed bead
dowanward in the current. The water was
so swift that the majority of them would be
lifeless if ther rose to the surince.

“Jt would be impossible to describe the
transformution thal has ocourred to our
property between Johustown and Cone-
maugh. The whole track has been washed
away so completety thar we would have had
trouble trying to loeste the lines where the
rails were lnid. The steel has been torn and
twisted in every shape by the rush of the
wategs. ™
